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Measure Requires President to 
Make Public All Indarse- 
ments of Men ‘He Names to 
Federal Bench—House Re- 
fuses to Increane Judges’ Pay.

Washington, January 24.—(Special.) 
Taking advantage of an inoffensive lo- 
cal bill to provide for another district 
judge in Illinois, a reform measure 
urged by. Mr. Bryan was today pro- 
posed in the house by Representative 
Cullop, of Indiana, and tacked on as 
an amendment to a bill by a vote of 
148 to 82. 

The amendment requires the presi- 
dent to submit to the senate all in- 
dorsements received by him of one who 
is nominated for judicial honors. 

If this amendment were now a law, 


mit with his nomination of a jus- 
tice for the supreme court bench to 
Succeed Justice Harlan all indorse- 
ments which had been laid before him 
in behalf of the candidate. 

Brantley Opposed. 

While most of the democrats and 
republican insurgents voted for the 
amendment, thirteen democrats voted

tive Brantley, of Georgia. 

Mr. Brantley took the position that 
the amendment was’ not only inopera- 
tive without an amendment to the con- 
stitution, but would be vicious in prac- 
tice, because it. would enable a spe- 
Cial interest to defeat a man they did 
not want elevated to the bench by the 
expedient of indorsing him for ap- 
pointment. The senate will probably 
kill the amendment.

Chairman Clayton, og the house ju- 
diclary committee, in -opposing the 
amendment declared federal judges 
had been generously dealt with in 
being given the opportunity to retire 
on full salary at the age of 70, if they 
had served for ten years. 

“IT believe judges should retire ai 
that age,” he said, “and I shall pre- 
pare and introduce a bill compelling. 
all judges to retire at 70, or forfeit 
their rights to the retirement pen- 
sion provided by law.” 


GIRL TEACHER IS 
SHOT AND KILLED 


Slayer Is Husband of Woman 
Against Whom She Brought 
Suit for Slander. 


Salem, Va., January 24.—-Miss Eva 
Chambers, a young school teacher, was 
shot and Killed near her school at 
Lockett’s store, in Roanoke county, 
today by Joshua Raines. Later he 
shot and wounded Charles Day, one of 
his neighbors. Raines then surren- 
dered himself to the police authorities 
here, 
The killing of Miss Chambers is the 
direct result of a suit for slander in- 
Stituted by Miss Chambers against 
Mrs. Raines, wife of the man who did 
the killing. This is substantiated by 
the statement made tonight by Raines, 
who said that he went to see Miss 
Chambers, walked about a hundred 
yards with her and tried to get her to 
dismiss the suit and when she refused 
he shot her. He says he will not em- 
Ploy counsel. 

The. slander suit was instituted after 
Mrs. Raines had attempted to oust 
Miss Chambers as _ teacher. It was 
then that Mrs. Raines is alleged to 
have circulated reports reflécting on 
Miss Chambers’ character. 

Raines was taken to Pulaski tonight 
and lodged in jail there. This was a 
precautionary measure, the judge fear- 
ing a lynching. . 

Raines’ only motive for attempting 
to kill Charles Day was because of 
the interest that Day had taken in 
Miss Chambers. The grudge that 
Raines heid against the youiig woman 
began when she left his home as a 
boarder and took up her residence 
with Day and his wife.

Chicago, January 24.—A fist fight 
between newspaper photographers 
anq followers of the Mazdaznan cult 
oceurred today after Judge Pinckney, 
of the juvenile court, had decided 
neither the “Rev. Dr.” Ottoman Zar 
Adusht Hanish nor Mrs. Elizabeth 
Lindsay was a proper custodian for 
12-year-old William Lindsay, who is 
heir to a $500,000 fortune. 

In the encounter Hanish was knock- 
ed down, his eye blackened and his 
clothing torn. Dr. Charles Thompson, 
a follower of Hanish, was beaten, 
four other men and two women were 
either knocked or pushed down. Fifty 
persons engaged in the combat out- 
side the court door. 

The fisticuffs came when followers 
of Hanish formed a Yane through 
which he might pass from the court to 
his automobile, excluding others from 
that part of the sidewalk. A _ pho- 
tographer tried to “snap” the leader 
of the cult and Dr. Thompson and his 
friends smashed the camera. 

Friends of the newspaper men at- 
tackedé the cult followers. Police pro- 
bationary officers and deputy sheriffs 
quelled the disturbauce and hurried 
Hanish and his friends back into the 
court room, whence they departed 
later.

RETURNS FROM RECENT 
ELECTION CANVASSED 


Inaugural Exercises Will Be 
Very Brief—Two New Mem- 
bers of House Sworn in 
Yesterday — Retiring Gov- 
ernor Gives Reception Last 
Night. 


Joseph M. Brown will today be in- 
augurated governor of Georgia for the 
second time. The inaugural exercises 
will take place in the legislative hall 
at noon. 

For the first time in almost a quar- 
ter of a century the general assembly 
of Georgia met in special session yes- 
terday for the purpose of canvassing 
returns from an election for governor 
and to inaugurate this official. 

Both houses met at 10 o’clock, cop- 
solidated the returns from the recent 
general election for governor, went 
through the necessary routine and ad- 
journed until 11 o’clock today, when 
they will meet in joint session for the 
purpose of inaugurating the governor- 
elect, 

Consolidation of the recent election 
returns showed that Governor Brown 
received 28,852 votes for governor, as 
against 300 for A. M. Castleberry, the 
socialist candidate. H. M. Stanley, la- 
bor commissioner-elect, received 28,872 
votes, while E. Daniels, the socialist 
candidate for the same office, received 
306. 

The method of procedure was prac- 
tically the same in the house and the 
senate, during the short session held. 
Immediately after John N.. Holder, 
president of the house, had called that 
body to order, Joe Hill Hall, of Bibb, 
introduced a resolution that the sen- 
ate be notified that the house was 
ready for business. Almost immedi-

peared with a resolution passed by the 
senate, providing for the appointment 
of a joint committee to wait upon the 
secretary of satate and secure the re- 
turns from the election. The resolu- 
tion was adopted and the house menm- 
bers appointed. 

Another senate resolution was re- 
ceived providing for a joint session at 
which returns from the election fvur 
governor and  iabor commissioner 
would be consolidated. The house 
amended the resolution to read that 
vote alone be canvass- 
ed, but when the resolution was again 
returned from the senate, which had 
declined to accept the amendment, it 
Was passed by the house as vrixy-.nally 
drawn. 

Governor Slaton's proclamation call- 
ing the extra session, setting out his 
authority and his reasons. therefor, 
was read in both houses, and again 
after the joint -meeting of the assem- 
bly had been convened. The govern- 
or’s Message to the assembly was als® 
read, showing just what has been done 
by the executive™department of the 
State since Governor Smith's resigna- 
tion took effect. 

In this message Governor Slaton 
showed that all moneys now due 
school teachers has been paid, and that 
in addition to this, practically 50 per 
cent of the pensions due have already 
been paid. The others, he set out, will 
be paid about the middle of ¥ebruary,

GEORGE PETERS DIES 
AS RESULT OF FALL

Aldrich tariff law. The measure was not framed or sponsored by 
some leader living safely remote from a section affected by the

The courage and the broad statesmanship displayed in this one 
tional prominence equaled by but few democrats since the civil 
war.

Dem- 
onstrating his sincerity, he has, as chairman of the ways and 
means committee which frames the tariff, begun on the principal 
products of his own section, in volume and value of which it is 
destined ultimately to exceed even Pittsburg. 

What a refreshing contrast to previous tariff legislation! It 
has been the particular business of every successive representative 


from the Pittsburg district, every senator from Pennsylvania, to 
leap to the defense of the high steel and iron schedules, the moment 
they scented even a threat. The close-corporation of New England 


politicians, who so long controlled the senate and helped control the 
house, were at the same game—guarding with their political lives 
the bulwarks around the products of their home sections and per- 
mitting no general reform that interfered with local conditions. 

Underwood’s course must amaze these crafty conservators of 
the old school. He has not peddled platitudes about “tariff reform” 
on the floor of the house, then stacked the cards in favor of his 
own constituents in the most powerful committee of the house. 

Open and unafraid he serves notice that tariff reform for one 
means tariff reform for all—that he is playing no favorites, not even 
the people upon whose votes he must rely for re-election. 

It is statesmanship of this caliber of which America stands in 
need! Small wonder that by his courage and his qualities of lead- 
ership Oscar Underwood has challenged the attention of the na- 
tion, irrespective of the dividing lines of geography or politics.

I, therefore, issued my war- 
rant for $548,915 to be paid on the 
pension fund. . 

After a conference with the pension 
commissioner, the counties for pay- 
ment were selected by drawings, which 
removed the embarrassment of hav- 
ing to favor some over others.

BEING UNFOLDED 


Government ‘Is Bringing Out 
Many Facts in Regard 
to the Test Cost. 


Chicago, January 24.—William E. 
Weber, general auditor for the Na- 
tional Packing Company, resumed the 
witness stand in the packers’ trial 
today. 

Although no allowance was made 
for hides in 1909 and during a part 
of 1910 in figuring sue test cost of 
beef, the books of the National Pack- 
ing Company show that in that period 
the corporation received from the sale 
of hides $3,669,050.67. 

The sales by months were given by 
Mr. Weber, who admitted that the 
value of hides during this period 
varied from 2 to 4 cents a pound ac- 
cording to quality. 

Weber said the $2,000,000 charged 
against the New York Butchers’ 
Dressed Beef Association was not all 
for the purchase of the company. He 
said about half the amount wae for the 
development of the corporation’s busi- 
ness. 

In 1893 Weber said he was part own- 
er of the Peorig (Ills.) Packing Com- 
pany, an independent concern. At that 
time his company used a test cost of 
beef and made a killing charge of 
$1.75 a head. 

“Does the allowance made for by- 
products have any effect on the price 
at which the meat is sold?’ asked At- 
torney Ralph Crews on cross-exami- 
nation. 

“None,” replied the witness. 

“How is the actual selling price de- 
termined ?”’ 

“By the natural law of supply an 
demand and nothing else.” 3 

“What is meant by the margin?’ 

“The margin is the difference be- 
tween the arbitrary test cost and the 
actual selling price.” 

After being on the stand four days 
Weber was excused and S. G. Langher, 
margin clerk for G@. H. Hammond & 
Co., of Chicago, from 1907 to 1910, 
was called by the government. 

Langher said the estimates of the 
cost of beef were telegraphed to all 
branch houses each week. This infor- 
mation was compiled by lots of cat- 
tle and car shipments. At the end of 
the week, he said, each branch wired 
him the average selling price and tnis 
was entered in a book. The differ- 
ence between the estimated cost’and 
the selling price was called the mar- 
gin. The average margin for the week 
was obtained by the total sales.

They were advised by Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue Cabell to- 
day that the general revenue law, im- 
posing severe penalties on persons re- 
fusing to admit revenue officers to 
premises where taxable articles are 
kept or obstructing them in the ©x- 
ercise of their duties, applies to cases 
arising under the oleomargarine law. 
This is in accordance with a recent 
decision of the United States court 
of customs appeals and in the judg- 
ment of the commissioner places an 
effective weapon, which has been 
sought for seven years, in the hands 
of revenue officers examining oleo- 
margarine, or adulterated or renovated 
butter for the protection of the public.

The Turning Point | of La Fol- 
lette’s Life.

Bearing in their hands every 
imaginable model known to violin- 
makers, ranging from the Stradivarius 
and Cremona models of 100 years ago 
to the “special” models of big depart- 
ment houses, many of the owners re- 
sembiing their instruments in being 
worn and faded, violin enthusiasts of 
every walk in life gathereqg last night 
to get Jules Falk, one of the greatest 
violinists in the world today, to give 
an opinion of their prized instru- 
ments. 

Many of those who listened with 
bated breath to Falk’s dissertations 
upon various models declared that 
their violins shown Mr. Falk had been 
in the family for generations, others 
asserted that big prices had been paid

Not one full..led his expqecta- 
tions, for there are but few really 
good violins jn America, and still less 
in Georgia. Just how disappointed 
these were is more than anyone save

an instrument enthusiast can under- 
stand. No one except the true artist 
can conceive the love for an instru- 
ment borne by many players. 

Perhaps many family idols were 
shattered last night, for Falk told the 
truth, as he saw it, about each in- 
strument. Probably many of the 
violins had been cherished posses- 
sions for years, and it was the owners 
of these who were hurt worst. Some 
fifteen instruments were. show'n, and 
not one was even worthy of special 
notice, 

“During all my tour of America I 
have hever found but one really valu- 
able instrument,” said Mr. Falk. 
“That happened in Altoona, Pa., last 
week. An old man, evidently a for- 
eigner, brought a genuine Stradivarius 
for my inspection, and I showed my 
delight so strongly he took fright and 
disappeared. I searched everywhere 
for him, but no information could be 
gathereg as to who he was or where 
his home. Probably he was a Pole, or 
from somewhere in that part of 
Furope, for there will be found many 
of the old instruments.”

Cleveland Academy of Medicing, This 
sets forth that an incision of but tnree- 
fourths of an inch is necessary, permit- 
ting the patient to leave the bed with- 
in 24 hours after the operation. 

Description of the operation is given 
in The Cleveland Journal of Medicine 
just issued. Briefly it reads: 

“A short incision is made over the 
appendix. No muscle or fibers are cut. 
These are instead separated just 
enough to admit the introduction of 
the index finger with which a careful 
examination is made of all the struc- 
tures within reach. 

“After examination has verified the 
diagnosis the appendix is brought to 
the surface with the hooked index fin- 
ger. After the appendix is delivered 
the rest of the operation is eafy.”
